Dona Van Arsdale, Chief of the Press Relations 
Office at the Price Commission, spoke on the Com- 
mission’s programs and goals. She defined the aim 
of the Commission as ‘‘thawing out the freeze”... 
slowing down the rate of inflation while keeping a 
healthy economy and avoiding unemployment, The goal 
for the end of 1972 is to reduce the rate of inflation 
to 2.5%. 

The Price Commission has relied on a wholesale 
approach—tackling the major firms with annual 
revenue of $50 million and up. Some 1,500 firms 
earning $100 million and up cannot raise any prices 
without going to the commission. Those between $50 
and $100 million must furnish the Commission with 
quarterly reports on costs, profits and price raises, 

John Fanning announced a meeting at the West 
End Library to discuss the proposed West End re- 
development. Although originally scheduled for J une, 
the meeting has been rescheduled for July—details 
elsewhere in this issue,

It’s summertime and cold soup is a refreshing 
opener for a buffet supper. This Peanut Soup is an 
unusual dish and really delightful tasting. To follow 
this, try the Ring of Grits filled witha meaty spaghetti 
sauce sans the spaghetti. Bon appetit! 


Cocktails 

Cherry tomatoes dipped in Crazy Salt 
* Cold Peanut Soup 
* Ring of Grits 

Heart of Palm Salad 

Lemon Sherbet

*Cold Peanut Soup 

Saute two-thirds cup of chopped celery and 3T. 
chopped onion in 2T. butter. 

Blend 1/4 cup flour and 1 cup of peanut butter. 
Stir this blend into 4 cups of hot chicken broth until 
it is smooth. Add 2 cups of milk, 1-1/2 t. salt and 
a grind of white pepper. Bringtoa boil. Remove from 
the heat and cool, then refrigerate until it is thor- 
oughly chilled. 


*Ring of Grits 

Gradually stir 1/4 cup quick cooking hominy grits 
into 4 cups cold water, Add 1 t. salt. Cook, stirring 
all the time until it is thickened. Pour into well- 
greased 5-cup ring mold, Cooluntilitis set. Unmold 
onto an oven-proof platter about 2 in. deep. 

Brush the top of the mold with one beaten egg 
mixed with 2T. melted butter. Mix grated Parmesan 
cheese, about one-half cup with an equal amount of fine 
bread crumbs. Sprinkle this combination over the 
ring and press around the sides. Bake in a hot oven 
until it is well heated and bubbly. 

While the grits are cooling make the filling for the 
ring: Saute 1 pound ground round or hamburger in 
2 T. oil. Add and saute 2 chopped white onions. Add 
1 can sliced mushrooms, one 8-ounce can tomato 
sauce and 1 clove minced garlic. Season with salt, 
pepper, thyme and oregano, Simmer while the ring 
is heating. When all is ready fill the center of grits 
with the sauce and decorate with cress.

Spray now and at weekly intervals for a total of 
three sprayings for the Wax Scale damaging many 
Foggy. Bottom trees and shrubs. 

The insects emerge from the chalk-like scale 
(drawing below) during the latter partof June. Invisible 
then, but soon enlarging, they will appear like the tiny 
cameo shown in the enlarged circle of the sketch. 

Spray with Malathion or Diazinon (Spectracide) 
at two teaspoons per gallon of water completely cover- 
ing the bark, branches, and twigs. Repeat: three 
sprayings at weekly intervals are necessary! 

July Notes: Day lilies, iris, madonna lilies, and 
fall-blooming crocus ordered now can be planted as 
soon as they arrive, Outdoor tubbed and potted plants 
suffer much from afternoon heat. Mist spray them 
thoroughly on hot days. Discarded wave-set bottles 
have a ‘‘press-down’’ plunger that forces out a fine 
spray just right for wetting foliage. 

For late bloom plant ‘‘glad’’ bulbs by July 15th,
